The news of Key. Henry Winter 
Sv le's death Came like a shock to 
every one connected with the college. 
No intimation of his serious illness 
was received, so that the contents of 
Ihe telegram addressed to Prof. Dra- 
per, which reached here Wedncsdav 
morning, Was all the more sudden and 
unexpected. The text chosen by Dr. 
Gallaudet for the morning service in 
chapel was "Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant," and he Confined 
his remarks on the subject to this 
great loss to the deaf. It may not 
he generally known, and we have not 
seen it quoted in any of. the papers, 
that Rev. Syle was at one time a clerk 

in the office of the college, being the 

first one selected in that capacity to as- 
sist Dr. Gallaudet in the management 
of the affairs of the newly-founded col- 
lege. The date of his work here was 
during a few months of 1868, with: 
drawing an account of his health I 
this time he was inclined to the pro- 
fession of law. and corresponded with 
at) uncle, Henry Winter Davis, a prac- 
ticing lawyer of Baltimore, on the 
subject; hut the latter finally dissuad- 
ed liim from entering the profi 
on account of his deafness. 

At a meeting of the students held 
the day the news was received, it was 
decided to express the regret which 

we, as a oollege, f eel at this untimely 

taking off one whose great talents 
were given to advance the cause of re- 
ligion among the deaf. A telegram 
was sent to the widow of the deceased 
with this idea in view.
